The train of thought suggested was 
that we might gain in comfort tn cold 
weather by changing the heat from the 
places where it was not wanted to those 
where it was, just as in summer time 
we employ fans to move cold air to the 
places where it is wanted. The enter- 
prising grocer kept: his window free 
from ice by blowing the heat away from 
his store, where it wilted vegetables, 
and against the glass. By warming the 
giass it prevented the precipitation of 
moistur8é and the fermentation of ice. 
An electric fan so placed that it would 
drive the heat from the radiators into 
the room would increase the comfort 
of the room. It might be placed behind 
the radiator to blow between the coils 
into the room. Where this is not feasi- 
ble it might be so placed that the air 
driven through the coils would strike 
the wall and reins into the room. 


Where a room is I heated by a stove, 
an electric fan, driving hot air into the 
ine corners of the room, would double 
the proportion of the room usable with 
comfort on a cold day. This applies 
especially to schools, but there are many 
office buildings, such as yard offices of 
railroads, where the heating is by stoves 
and at the same time electric current 
for a.fan is available. 
An electric fan located near the ceit- 
ing of a steam heated or hot air heated 
room will increase the: comfort of a 
room. It will @o something to eliminate

‘She apparently has squandered the 
large share in the property of her fa- 
ther, King @eopold, which was awarded 
to her. by the Belgian’ courts after his 
death, in spite of his efforts to disin 
herit both her sister Stephanie and her- 
self, and has long since hypoth 
beyond redemption, the annuity which 
the divorce court directed her etre d

Her only son, Prince Leopold, died a 
few months ago, succumbing to the in- 
juries inflicted upon him by means of 
vitriol hurled in his face by the daughter 
of a Viennese government official, 
woman whom after betrayal he had 
abandoned to penury.

If that be true then it is amaz- 
ing that the liquor interests should go 
to such tremendous lengths to defeat 
prohibition. While many men who have 
acquired the taste for whisky in the 
saloon will continue to buy it after the 
saloon is destroyed, yet from the day 
pfohibition begins the volume of whisky 
in prohibition territory begins to 
dwindle. 

| While it is true that the withdrawals 
of whisky from government warehouses 
were approximately 11,000,000 gallons 
greater in 1916 than In 415, it was more 
than 3,000,000 gallons less than In 1914 
and more than 7,000,000 gallons less 
than in 1913. After whisky has been 
stored in government warehouses for 
eight years it must be withdrawn 
whether the distillers have orders for it 
or not. But when it is withdrawn the 
government classifies it as though it had 
been consumed. Louisville, Peoria, Chi- 
cago, and other whisky centers have 
vast warehouses filled with such whisky. 
If the government compels the distillers 
to pay the tax when the whisky is man- 
ufactured instead of carrying it for 
eight yeare tax free it will probably put 
end to this form of decéption upon 
ou public. 

The best evidence of the real inside 
situation in the whiaky camp is the 
constant wail which goes up from their 
own papers and the deciining invest- 
ments put into extensions of the Yauor
